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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 23-25, 27-35, 37-40, 42-51, 53-56, and 58-61 are presented for 
examination. Claims 23, 24, 27, 28, 30-35, 37-40, and 42-45 have been amended. Claim 
61 has been added. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Glen Weitzer on August 10th 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 44 has been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 23-25, 27-35, 37-40, 42, 43, 45-51, 53-56, and 58-61 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Karg teaches a system for remotely controlling climate control devices of a 
plurality of mass transit vehicles, wherein Karg teaches that the operator can reprogram 
the remote climate control program, and then the heating element control, evaporator and 
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compressor control and fan control will automatically respond, wherein the operator 
reprograms the control program, when the inputted unit value changes and the 
programmed stored temperature values are no longer desired. 

And Hanson teaches a refrigeration unit including an operator switch having a 
selector element that is movable between the first and second positions corresponding to 
continuous and cycle operating modes. 

And, O'Brien teaches a control system for a refrigeration system and a controlled 
atmosphere system to regulate the temperature and the atmosphere, respectively, within a 
container, wherein the control system stops the controlled atmosphere when it determines 
that the conditions within the container are not met. 

Referring to claims 45 and 61, neither Karg nor Hanson, taken either alone or in 
obvious combination disclose a transport temperature control unit having cooling and 
heating cycles for cooling and heating a conditioned space within a transport to maintain 
the conditioned space at temperature setpoint, having all the claimed features of 
applicant's instant invention, specifically including: a programmable temperature range 
being operable to control the operation of the unit in the conditioned space by being 
selectively operable to utilize one of the first pre-programmed control mode and the 
second control mode, wherein the unit control mode is one of a cycle mode, continuous 
mode, and a cycle/continuous select mode. 

Referring to claims 23 and 61, Neither Karg nor O'Brien, taken either alone or in 
obvious combination disclose a transport temperature control unit with first and second 
programmable temperature ranges to maintain first and second conditioned spaces within 
a transport, having all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, specifically 
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including: "selecting a first priority for the first programmable temperature range and a 
second priority for the second programmable temperature range by the end user". 
It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of 

record.
